Television networks promised to give free 
time to the Republican and Democratic Presi­ 
dential and Vice Presidential candidates provid­ 
ed the government would relieve them of the 
obligation to give equal time to candidates of 
splinter parties.

However, Vice President Nixon 
and Senator Kennedy are poised and articulate, 
with long training in parliamentary debating, 
which can get pretty rough, so neither is likely 
to appear at a disadvantage in their forthcoming 
encounters.

The Fuss Over Nixon's Role In Government

Re Connelly Reservation 


W'hen the House of Delegates of the American Bar 
Association m eets in Washington on August 31, one of 
the questions before it will be the Connelly Reservation. 
Of course, the American Bar Association is not the 
Congress and its determination will be obiter dicta, but 
it will be influential. The lawyers will understand what 
a Reservation means and that is more than many who 
favor it* discontinuance grasp. G reat Britain 
and 
Fiance have stronger Reservations than we have and 
there is no movement m those countries to revoke their 
Reservations 
At issue is only one quests*; Does the World Court 
or the United States decide what is a domestic question 
within the United States? The continuance or repeal of 
the Connaliy Reservation raises no other question. It 
does not withdraw our membership from the Interna­ 
tional Court of Justice. It does not lessen our interest 
in adjudicating 
international questions by juridical 
rather than m ilitary decision. 


Tho*? who favor the removal of the Reservation 
believe that the peace of the world coo best he as­ 
sured if all nations accept the World Court as the 
final arbiter of international Issues, lf the world 
were differeat than it happeas to be. this could be 
the hest device for reducing or avoiding wars. 


There are now 82 members of the World Court. 
The membership will increase. Many of the members 
represent Soviet states and other anti-Western bodies. 
There are 15 judges in this Court, no two from any 
one country. The present 15 judges are: 
Abdel Hamid Badawi. United Arab Republic; V. K. 
Wellington Roo. China. Sir Percy Spender. Australia, 
Jean Spiropoulos, Greece; Bohdan Wimarski, Poland. 
Jules Basdevant, France. Roberto Cordova. Mexico. 
Ricardo J. Alfaro. Panam a; Sir Hersch Lauterpacht, 
United Kingdom; Lucio M. Moreno Quintana. Argen­ 
tina; E. C. Armand Ugon, Uruguay; Green Haywood 
Hack worth. United States; Helge Klaestad. Norway; 
Muhammad Zafrulla Khan, Pakistan; F. I. Kojevmkov, 
USSR. 
It will take many years before the Court can work 
out a system of international jurisprudence that will not 
be based on local custom and tradition, but on written 
legislation. Meanwhile, we must maintain this one little 
safeguard, the Connaliy Reservation, to protect our­ 
selves. The Statute of the Court is a surprisingly am ­ 
biguous document. 
For instance, it deals with general principles of law 
as recognized by civilized nations. 
What is a civilized nation’ lf Great Britain, the 
United States and Canada are civilized, are France. 
Soviet Russia and Saudi Arabia civilized'’ The systems 
of jurisprudence of these countries are not identical nor 
do they have a common source. Until there is an agree­ 
ment as to which law is to prevail or if a new law is to 
prevail, how can any major nation leave its national 
security to a majority vote among representatives of 
nations who require obedience? For instance, an Amer­ 
ican judge is not regarded as a traitor to his country 
if he renders a decision against it. Actually, in this 
country, we have a Court of Claims for precisely that 
purpose. Also, the ordinary courts often render deci­ 
sions against the government and the United States 
Supreme Court even declares Acts of Congress signed 
by the President unconstitutional. 
Is that possible under the Soviet system? May a 
Soviet judge disregard instruction from his government? 
Would not an American judge regard such an instruc­ 
tion as an invasion of judicial privilege? 


Imagine bringing before a Court which makes 
decisions by a majority of those present, such a 
question as the seizure of American property in 
^ 
Cuba or the beating up of 
Canadian officials in the 
" 
Congo! Only 14 nations 
have ever accepted the 
compulsory jurisdiction for a fixed period; without 
the Connaliy Reservation, the United 
States would 
accept such compulsory jurisdiction 
for a fixed 
period on all subjects. The United States, as the 
leading country on Earth, would be a perfect target 
for the weak and backward nations. 


The real peril to the United States lies in the Asian- 
African bloc of nations which is playing for opportunity 
for growth. Out (rf 82 members. 29 are in the Asian- 
African bloc. It is expected that this number will in­ 
crease to 43. The day is not far distant when such a 
group can be a majority in the United Nations and that 
a majority of the judges on the World Court will be of 
the Asian-African group. Can we afford, in the present 
circumstances, to risk that?

ticipated, and Mr. Eisenhower s 
answer was that “ decisions” are 
made by the President and not by 
anybody else. 
At the same time 
he said that 
he considers Mr. 
Nixon one of his “ principal ad­ 
visers." 
The Democrats in the Senate 
promptly 
though 
they saw 
an 
issue, and seized upon this an­ 
swer as meaning that Mr. Nixon s 
participation 
on 
the 
Executive 
side of the government had been 
most 
incidental. 
But 
actually 
what the President said is in line 
with what Vice President Nixon 
himself had previously revealed 
in describing his own role. Thus, 
in an impromptu interview with 
Mr. Nixon last May, which was 
not widely published in the news­ 
papers. the following colloquy oc­ 
curred : 
“Q 
What role do you play in 
Cabinet meetings, for exam ple’ 
Do you have a chance to spea* 
up”* 
“ A. 
Yes I have always had the 
opportunity to express myself, not 
only at Cabinet meetings but at 
the other meetings over which 
the President preside*. 
Usually 
it is his custom, once a m atter 
is presented at any one of these 
meetings, to ask the various peo­ 
ple around the table for their 
comments and suggest ions. 
“ In fact, the President always 
invites all of us who participate

“ But, in the final analysis, the 
President recognizes that the Cab­ 
inet and Security Council are ad­ 
visors’ to him only. 
“The President, during the sev­ 
en years that I have been with 
him, has never put a m atter to 
the vote of the Cabinet, the Se­ 
curity Council or the legislative 
leaders. I believe he is absolutely 
correct in following this practice 
because, in the final analysis, he, 
the President, should make the 
big decisions rather than pass the 
buck, in effect, to his advisers. 
I don't mean that he isn’t affect­ 
ed by what we all say, but he 
himself, after he hears what we 
all say, announces the decision 
“Of course, there have been in­ 
stances in which the view adopted 
by the President has been the 
view held by other* in his official 
family than myself.

WILD BLUE YONDER - A few 
years back the Army and the Air 
Force reached a settlem ent on

As far as the Air Force is con­ 
cerned. it hasn't been consulted, 
and space travel is its prim ary 
jurisdiction Army engineers have 
a terrific reputation for bridge 
building and the like. but the Air 
Force doubts they plan to trans­ 
port by a bridge to the moon.

York — then the capital of the

States. 
But 
Alexander 
Hamilton, the first Secretary of 
the Treasury and founder of the 
Republican party, had arranged 
the law so that no rival bank 
could 
be 
established 
in 
New 
York. There was only one. B urr 
couldn’t get around this statute.. 
“ Finally,” explained the Sena­ 
tor. “ the yellow fever epidemic 
hit New York and there was no 
w ater. People died by the thou­ 
sands. So Aaron Burr established 
a company to build a w ater main 
and provided in its charter: ‘This 
com pany 
may 
engage 
in 
any 
other business not contrary to 
the laws of New Y ork.’ 
“ When the charter cam e up be­ 
fore John Jay, then Governor of 
New York, Alexander Hamilton 
opposed it on the ground that it 
could start competition for his 
bank 
But John Jay pointed out 
’There s a yellow fever epidemic 
in New York and we’ve got to 
have w ater.’ He signed the ch ar­ 
ter. 
“ T hat," said 0 Mahoney, “ was 
the way Aaron Burr was able to 
establish free banking com peti­ 
tion in New York He established 
the Bank of M anhattan.’* 
And one of the prize posses­ 
sions which O Mahoney will soon 
pack up is the 12-inch cross-sec­ 
tion of tree trunk in the very 
center of which is a hole two 
inches wide. through which w ater 
was first brought to the people 
of New York. 


Beetle-Brow Prober 


O M ahoney’* own battle against 
monopoly has been confined to 
m ore recent American history. 
During the heyday of the Roose­ 
velt 
New 
Deal 
he 
served 
as 
chairm an of the Tem porary N a­ 
tional E c o n o m i c Com mittee 
which hauled the big insurance 
com panies, the big food chains, 


and the big industrial combines 
on the carpet. 
One result was passage of the 
Holding Corporation Act. Another 
was an $80,000 profit by the Gov­ 
ernm ent Printing Office — which 
seldom m akes a profit on any­ 
thing — from selling copies of 
tne TNEC report. They were in 
great public demand. 
In 1948 when Harry Trum an 
was running for re-election. O’- 
Mahoney was seriously consider­ 
ed as his running m ate, but was 
vetoed by Trum an's friends Ed 
Flynn 
and 
Howard 
M cGrath, 
both 
Catholics, 
because O’Ma- 
honey was a Catholic. They were 
afraid religion would hurt the 
ticket. 
And in the' next election — 1952 
— Joe lost his Senate seat in the 
Eisenhower 
landslide. 
Where­ 
upon he did what few defeated 
Senators have the heart or nerve 
or energy to do At the age of 
70 he ran again in 1954 and won.
